NEW MANGALORE PORT TRUST EMPLOYEES 
(ACCEPTANCE OF EMPLOYMENT AFTER RE¬ 
TIREMENT) FIRST AMENDMENT 1995 

In exercise; of the powers conferred hy section 28 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963, (38 of 1963) 
the New Mangalore Port Tfust Board hereto makes, 
subject to the approval of the Central Government, 
under section 124 of the above Act, the following 
Regulations to amend the New Mangalore Port 
Trust Employees (Acceptance of EmpJoyment after 
Retir£;ment) Regulations 1980 published as GSR 
153(E) in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary dt. 
27th March, 1980. 

1, (1) These Relations may be called NMPTE 

(Acceptance of Employment After Retire¬ 
ment) first Amendment Regulations 1995. 

(2) They shall come into force op the date of 
their publication in the oSicial Gazette. 

2. In the New Mangalore Port Trust Emp¬ 
loyees (Acceptance of ^ployment after Retirement) 
Regulations 1980 (herein after refierred to as said 
regulations), in Regulation 4 of the said regulations 
of the New Man^orc Port Trust Employees (Ac¬ 
ceptance of Empfoyment aft^ Retirement) ReguD- 
tions 1980 the foUowing shall be inserted as Sub 
Regulation (6), (7), (8) and (9)* 

(6) Subject to the Regulation 5 of these Regula¬ 
tions the competent auhority may, by order in writ¬ 
ing, on the application made under Sub-Regulation 
(5) by a pensioner, grant, subject to ^mch conditions, 

any, as he may deem necessary, permission, or 
refuse, for reasons to be recorded in the order, per¬ 
mission to such pemioner to take up commercial 
employment specified in thie application* 

(7) Where within a period of sixty days of thef 
date of receipt of application under Sub regulation 
(5), the competent authori^ docs not refuse to 
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grant the permission applied for or does not com¬ 
municate thei refusal to the applicant, the competent 
authority shall be deemed to have j^rantctl permis- 
sic»i applied for; 

Provided that in any case where defective or in 
sufficient infonnaticai is furnished by the applicant 
and it becomes heccssaiy for the competent autho¬ 
rity to sect further clarification and or information 
from him, the period of sixty days shall be counted 
from the date on which the defects have been re¬ 
moved andjor complete information has been fur¬ 
nished by the applicant. 

(8)Wherc the Competent Authority grants the 
permission applied for subject to any condition or 
refuses such permission die applicant may, within 
thirty days of the receipt of the order of the compe¬ 
tent Authority to that effect, make a representation 


against any such condition or refusal and the Com¬ 
petent Authority may make such orders theceon as 
it deems fit ; 

Provided that no order other than an 
order cancelling such condition or granting 
such permission without any conditions 
shall be made under this sub-rule without 
giving the pensioner making the representa¬ 
tion an opportunity to show cause against 
the order proposed to be made. 

(9) Every order passed by the Competent Autho¬ 
rity under this rule shall be commtmicated to the 
pensioner concerned.
